Paris, September 14, 1867. 

Tue chief literary intelligence of late is the de- 
parture from the busy scene, where they took an 
active part, of two men, destined, nevertheless, to 
speedy oblivion. M. Barthélémy, the poetical part- 
ner of M. Méry in “Le Nemesis,” a voluminous 
political satire, may be said to have died years 
ago, though he was buried only a few days ago, 
His part was played long ago. His life seems to 
have been uneventful; at least all the notice I 
have seen of it records he was born at Marseilles 
in 1796, and died there, librarian of its imperial 
residence. 

Eminent as Velpeau was as a surgeon and as a 
professional writer, his name, too, is fated to early 
forgetfulness. Science moves rapidly onward, and 
its most eminent votaries of yesterday are ignora- 
muses by the side of the tyro of to-morrow. Truth 
even there is incessantly changing, either by the 
discovery of new general laws, or of more efficient 
causes, or of the delicate association of kindred 
facts. Observations made under the slavery of pre- 
conceived ideas lose all but their historical import- 
ance from the neglect of phenomena unseen, or 
misinterpreted or contemned. Alfred Armand Louis 
Marie Velpeau was born at Bréche, a small village 
near Tours, on the 18th May, 1795. His father was 
a blacksmith, and the first bread earned by the 
future surgeon was in wielding the sledge-hammer. 
Fortune seems to have indulged in merriment when 
she placed this ponderous tool in the hands of him 
who was destined to make one of the greatest profes- 
sional fortunes of the day in handling the most deli- 
cate instruments of surgery. The first patient of the 
man who was to medicine kings, was a horse. The 
lad showed a wonderful knack for curing disease, 
and attracted the attention of some good soul, with a 
well-filled purse, who sent young Velpeau to Tours, 
in order to study for the diploma of health-ofticer. 
This was then the height of his ambition. Hospital 
life and assiduous study kindled higher ambition, 


perhaps awakened him to consciousness of his own | 


powers. He educated himself, and after two years’ 
residence at Tours, he came up to Paris, where Dr. 
Bougon, the physician of the Duchess de Berri, at 
once took an interest in his fortunes, making him 
his first assistant, although he was not then, nor for 


three years afterwards, in possession of his diploma. | 


He made a brilliant figure at all of the concours, | 
and carried off one professional prize after another, 

until he was made, ten years after he reached Paris 

a poor boy, chief surgeon of La Pitié, Larrey’s suc- | 
cessor in the Academy of Sciences, and Professor 

of Clinical Surgery in the Medical School. When he 

took his seat in the chair which Larrey had occu- 

pied, he returned thanks to the Academy which | 
elected him, by saying, with an agitated voice: “I | 
should never have believed, gentlemen, that I| 
should one day rise so high, setting out as low as I | 
did.” Eminent as were the men then at the head of | 
the medical profession, Velpeau was soon considered, 
by a great many persons, as the greatest French | 
surgeon, and as death removed his great rivals, | 
the circle 9f his admirers increased. He had lost 
the use of the forefinger of his right hand, from a 
puncture received while dissecting, nevertheless, his 
dexterity with the knife was extraordinary. He was 
conversant with surgical literature, and his tena- 
cious memory never lost anything confided to it. 
There was not a single surgical case of any Paris hos- 
pital, during the last forty-seven years, with which 
he was not perfectly familiar, and which he could 
not immediately recall with all its particulars. He 
shone brightly by the bedside of patients; his diag- 
nosis was clear, comprehensive, and searching. His 
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| language was unadorned, concise, and business-like. 


| He was so far misanthropic as to have no confidence 
in men; and he was unpardonably insensible to 
suffering and to poverty. Years since he was mas- 
ter of great wealth, but he lived as quietly and as 
frugally as he had done while in a garret whose 
rent was two dollars a month. The remembrance 
of his early poverty made him avaricious—was not 
money everything? had not a few dollars released 
him from the drudgery of the anvil to attain his 
proper sphere, and a few more dollars kept him 
from starving while fitting himself for his career? 
Did he not owe his independence of court and 
cliques to money ? Money is a good ladder, and a 
good shield, but when it has been amassed beyond 
a certain amount, it serves no purpose but to min- 
ister to vanity. It is discreditable to Velpeau’s 
memory that he, the child of poverty, who owed so 
much to beneficence, never extended hand or purse 
to struggling, ingenious youth to coutinue and to 
stimulate the tradition of that humane sympathy 
to which he owed everything. He was buried with 
princely pageantry, and four speeches were made at 
his grave. He was ill only three days: his disease 
was an acute affection of the prostate. These are

| extraordinary is, that with the exception of M, 
| Champfleury, none of these authors have reputa- 
tion. You know there is such a thing as having 
readers and no reputation. The scissors-man of 
the “ Pirate’s Own Book”’ has readers, but no repu- 
tation. It may be noticed, too, as an anomaly in 
government, that the men whose favor gives some 
writers fortune, without being able to give them 
reputation, are the men who have power to shape 
| the national policy. In literature, opinions are 
| weighed ; ; in politics, they are counted. But where 
do all these works of obscurity go? In the first 
place, there are those cipher readers I have men- 
tioned, and who, after all, are (humiliating as the 
| confession may he) the great reading public. In 
the second place, there are the circulating libraries. 
_ They greatly diminish the risks of the publisher 
here, by assuring him a market sufficiently large to 
defray the expenses of publication of a certain class 
of books. Shall I give you a curious exampleof 
this, which came under my eyes recently? A pub- 
lisher wrote an author to say: “You may draw 
upon me at once for $2500, as, even if the book 
| prove a failure, you are certain of these profits from 
the orders which will come in from the circulating 
libraries the moment the book is announced.” 
| This publisher is sure of a profit on all his books of 
| certain classes, or, as I may say, of general litera- 
ture, from the—I had almost said, standing orders of 
| the—circulating libraries. The circulating libraries 
can afford to make these purchases, because they 
have three sources of revenue from the books they 
lend out. First, the deposit required from subscri- 
bers is always invested in some interest-bearing 
stock ; secondly, the per diem fee for the loan; 
thirdly, the sale of the stale book to the second- 
hand bookseller (and which is better managed in 
England, where circulating libraries are, to some 
degree, second-hand book-shops). This sale, and 
the interest on the deposits, give the books free to 
the keeper of the circulating library, and make 
the fees clear profit. American publishers ought to 
have a still stronger buttress than circulating libra- 
ries prove to our European book trade. Unfortu- 
nately they neglect them. I mean the public 
libraries, from that of the school district to that of 
the university. They ought to insure publishers of 
good works of history, biography, travels, and pop- 
ular science against loss. They would do so, if 
publishers would be at the pains to teach their 
managers the best manner of publishing books. 
Were those libraries filled with good works, instead 
of the trash now accumulated on their shelves, their 
revenues would be larger, for their value would be 
discovered by the tax-payers. As it is, the princi- 
ple of selection seems to be worthlessness. The 
managers seem to think those books best suit the 
people which are most childish, and there seems to 
be a standing general rule that all books, which are 
not mere compilations, are to be excluded. There 
is a marked contrast between the public libraries 
in this country and in America, although the read- 
ing classes, who patronize these libraries here, are 
sensibly inferior to their American contemporaries.

It would ap- 
pear from it Beaumarchais’s “ Memoirs” have been 
reprinted only once these last twenty-five years. 
I am disposed to suspect there is some mistake here. 
You see these brilliant “ Memoirs” everywhere. If 
M. Lorenz is right, the truth he records shows how 
evanescent is even the most glittering sprightliness 
(esprit—not wit). There is no intellectual quality 
more short-lived. Every epoch has its own fashion 
of sprightliness, and old sprightliness falls as life- 
less on our ears as old music. Is this one reason 
of the little vitality French works, all of which 
abound with sprightliness, possess? Taste has 


them at the Imperial Library. They were refused 
me. Therefore, no other way is left me except to 
appeal to you, my illustrious literary brother, to 
whom nothing is ever refused, to beg you to ask, in 
your name, for these pamphlets at the Library, and 
to be good enough, when they are once in your pos- 
session, to lend them tome.

Thus the services of a 
large body of collaborators was obtained, and the 
“Dictionary” may now be regarded as the product 
of the highest legal talent of the country. The 
names of the contributing writers are mentioned, 
and the articles written by them indicated, in 
the preliminary pages of the first volume. The 
eminent character of these gentlemen may be in- 
ferred when we quote from the list the names of 
Parsons, Parker, Ames, Curtis, Green, Hilliard, Hoff- 
man, Hurd, Lieber, Lomax, Lumpkin, Mason, Marsh, 
Noyes, Phillips, Ray, Redfield, Scates, Sharswood, 
Walworth, Washburn, Ware, Walker, Willard, and 
Woolsey.

Tue student of French literature should by no 
means overlook the “ Lecons de Littérature Fran- 
gaise Classique,” and “La Littérature Francaise,” | 
recently published by Leypolit & Holt, New York. |

A New anp Important Work.—Messrs. J. B. 
Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, propose to publish, 
so soon as a sufficient number of subscriptions can 
be obtained, the Letters from London of the late 
Hon. George M. Dallas. These letters were written 
during the years 1856—1860, while Mr. Dallas 
was Minister at the British Court. They will be 
edited by his daughter, Miss Julia Dallas, and will 
be included in two handsome octavo volumes, fur- 
nished to subscribers at five dollars per copy. The 
general character and scope of the contents are indi- 
cated by the following preface :— 

“There were many incidents connected with the 
post of American Minister in London, from 1856 to 
1861, which may be usefully, and perhaps not dis- 
agreeably, recalled from the oblivion into which 
they must otherwise hasten. To do this, no depar- 
ture from the reticence lastingly exacted by di- 
plomatic function is necessary. A book, in which 
the scenes and conversations of Paris at the out- 
break of the Revolution of 1848 are portrayed by a 
British diplomat and peer, was doubtfully received, 
because this reserve was in a megsure relaxed. 
The example should be followed with watchful 
self-restraint. 

“As a general rule, Despatches addressed by a 
public agent to his government, on the business-of 
that government, pass out of his control, and merge 
into the mass of executive archives, to be thence- 
forward reached under a responsible authorization 
only. Exceptions, nevertheless, will occur to every 
mind—-as when mooted topics, ceasing to agitate, 
have subsided into History; or when they involve 
no question of State policy and are purely per- 
sonal. 

‘*The series of letters addressed to Mr. William 
L. Marcy and Lewis Cass, although those gentlemen 
were Secretaries of State, in succession, partook, 
however, neither in design nor fact, of official cha- 
racter. They were essentially private letters— 
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uniformly so termed, regarded, and treated. Very 
probably an exaggerated estimate of their merit as 
such has been caused by the complimentary lan- 
guage with which their coutiuuance was constantly 
urged. 

“The purpose of these volumes will be seen with 
more distinctness than it can be described. Their 


bearings are various. As constituting, in the ag- | 
gregate, a running commentary upon events during | 
five years, they take the undisguised aspect of a | 
familiar journal. While the personal opinions of | 
the author upon every subject springing into notice | 


are perhaps decidedly perceptible, yet nothing sa- 
voring of dissertation, treatise, or argument, politi- 
cal or social, was indulged, save in one or two 
instances. Although touching, occasionally and 
obscurely, on matters behind the screen of diplo- 
macy, the letters to the Secretaries of State were 
wholly apart from the official correspondence of the 


envoy, maintained in at least three hundred and | 


thirty numbered despatches. They were meant to be 
by-the-by—to convey friendly and informal hints ; 
to help the conclusions of public functionaries by 
widening the sphere of facts and observations ; and 
to relieve dry and onerous labors with short and 
sketchy allusions. How far this design succeeded, 
it is impossible to judge better than by the encour- 
agement to persevere often and warmly expressed. 

“There is one light in which this publication 
particularly recommends itself to the writer—that 
is, as an authentic report to his fellow-citizens 
(altogether divested of the multitudinous commu- 
nications on file in the Department of State) indi- 
cating, with sufficient distinctness, his whole course 
of action, sentiment, and thought, from week to 
week, and year after year, while filling the United 
States mission to the British Court.”

We last week spoke incidentally of Messrs. Moxon 
& Co.’s edition of Lamb’s works, and said that all

had been made should be considered good. But 
‘the book was never published by Moxon & Co.

tiations with Messrs. Moxon & Co., and offering to 
| turn over to the former house the sheets in posses- 
sion of Moxon & Co. An order on Moxon & Co. for 
the sheets followed next, and next after that came 
letters from the two English houses. Messrs. Samp- 
son, Low & Co.’s inclosed a letter sent them by 
Messrs. Moxon & Co.’s attorney, threatening to bring 
'a suit for an infringement of Moxon & Co.’s copy- 
right upon Lamb’s works, both collected and uncol- 
lected, and their own letter stated that, a lawsuit 
' being hardly advisable under the circumstances, 
Messrs. Low & Co. would not proceed further in the 
transaction. Messrs. Moxon & Co.’s letter stated 
that the previous action of their house, so far as 
concerned the publication of the volume, had been 
such as it was on account of a misunderstanding. 
“All this,” says Mr. Veazie, “happened more than 
two years ago, and, although I have since written 
them (Moxon & Co.) requesting that the books 
might be returned to me, or that they should pub- 
lish them, I have not received any response what- 
ever.’’ And now we have from Messrs. Moxon & 
Co. an edition of Lamb which contains most of the 
articles collected by Mr. Veazie, and at present 
constituting the fifth volume of Mr. Widdileton’s 
edition of Lamb. So we have said that it is hardly 
doubtful that the “ Eliana” of Moxon & Co.’s edi- 
tion of Lamb is taken wholly—without acknow- 
ledgment and without remuneration tothe American 
compiler or publisher—from the “ Eliana” collected 
by Mr. Veazie.

Tue Book Trape 1x Boston.—The Boston “ Ad- 
vertiser ”’ publishes a detailed account of the pub- 
lishing business in Massachusetts. It appears that 
in the year 1864 (the date of the last industrial 
statistics) there were nearly five million (4,994,891) 
volumes published in Massachusetts—of which 
4,939,891 were got out in Suffolk County. There 
were 43 publishing establishments in the State, of 
which 38 were in this county. The value of the 
books produced, exclusive of the cost of printing 
and binding them, was $1,909,257. Bookbinding 
alone employed 301 men and 369 women in 65 
binderies ; the value of the stock used was $314,613, 
and the capital invested in the business was 
$745,704. Type and stereotype foundries employed 
93 men and 75 women in 8 different establishments. 
The value of the stock used was $79,200; the value 
of the types, electrotypes and stereotypes manufac- 
tured was $219,000; and the capital invested in 
the business was $109,500. 

The printing business is still more extensive. In 
1864 there were 6,204,913 books printed in the 
State, of which fourand a half millions were printed 
in Suffolk county, and about 1,423,000 in Middle- 
sex county. There were 196 printing establish- 
ments in theState; 196 newspaper and periodicals 
issued from them; 1660 men and 749 women were 
employed in them; the value of the stock used 
was over two millions of dollars, and the gross value 
of the products was $3,217,368. 

The demand for new books this fall is moderate ; 
less than usual for the eastern trade, but good for 
the West.

Mr. C. H. Ross, a naturalist in a mild way, has 
in the press a book entitled “The Book of Cats, a 
Chit-Chat Chronicle of Feline Facts and Fancies,”’ 
a title which is full of “ alliteration’s artful aid.” 
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Amone the books which are seldom successful in | 
a financial point of view, are those of which biblio- 
graphy “pure and simple” is the chief specialty. 
Such a work is now publishing in London under 
the title of “‘ The Bookworm,’’ and it speaks well for 
the small class of buyers of such books, that it has 
already reached enough numbers to complete a 
volume. Its editor, Mr. I. Ph. Berjeau, is an 
accomplished scholar, with great artistic talent, 
which has mostly shown itself hitherto in the fac- 
simile reproductions of some of the rarest and most 
curious block-books, a style of illustration which 
he has turned to account in ‘“‘The Bookworm” by 
the reproductions of colophons, initials, and devices 
of the early printers. 

He gives a series of biographical notices of 
some of the old typographical worthies, with 
wood-cuts of their trade marks. Among those of 
England whose devices are thus handed down to 
us are Julian Notary (1493), whose types were used 
after his death by Wynken de Worde; Thomas 
Creede, who was the printer of Spenser’s “ Shep- 
hearde’s Calendar;” John Fowler, who emigrated 
from England on account of his religion, and estab- | 
lished a printing press at Antwerp and Louvian; 
besides a few others who came down to the last 
days of the reign of Elizabeth. 

Mr. Berjeau favors his readers with a description 
of several rare volumes which have escaped the 
notice of Brunet, Panzer and other bookworms of 
like omnivorous voracity; as a curious medical 
work by Eobanus Hessas, printed at Paris in 1583 
by Simon Colin; a hitherto unknown edition of the 
“ Bucolics” of Virgil, printed by Wynken de Worde, 
and an unique school Terence, printed not later | 
than 1483, and recently sold in London for £36. 

Mr. Berjeau describes several works by Eneas | 
Sylvius, afterwards Pope Pius II., the authenticity 
of which is doubtful. He culls a variety of curious 
extracts on perfumery, cosmetics, &c., from a work 
of this and kindred subjects by André le Fournier, | 
Conrad Gessner’s “ Treatise on Distillation,” “‘ The 
Secrets of Alexis the Piedmontese,” and the well- 
known work of Nostradamus, which last contains 
a recipe for a paint by which a woman of fifty-five 
can be made to look like a girl of twelve. Among 
the contributors to “The Bookworm” may be men- | 
tioned Mr. Samuel Smiles, who recently published | 
an elaborate and exhaustive “ Life of Caxton,” and | 
who furnishes a list of all the ancient parochial | 
and municipal libraries known to exist in England. | 
Mr. Berjeau advertises for a future number his 
curious work a “ Polyglot History of Pope Joan,” | 
compiled from writers before the Reformation.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. | 
Landmarks of History ; Middle Ages, from the Reign of | 
Charlemagne to that of Charles V. By Miss Yonge, | 
author of “The Heir of Redclyffe,” etc. ; revised 
and partly re-written by Edith L. Chase ; first | 
American edition. pp. viii., 252. New York: 
Leypoldt & Holt. 
A small, compact, and well arranged historical | 
sketch of the Middle Ages has been for a long time | 
adesideratum. Miss Yonge has done much to sup- 
ply this want. Her work is not one of professed 
erudition or scholarship, but for that reason, per- 
haps, it is better adapted for popular use. The 
text should, however, be illustrated by maps. 
They might be condensed and reduced to the lim- 
its of a page, and if even given in outline would | 
add greatly to the value and utility of the book. | 
The present political divisions of Europe are so dif- | 
ferent from the medieval ones that such maps are | 
indispensable. They are quite common in Germany, 
where their necessity is fully recognized. The his- | 
torical atlas of Spruner or of Rhode will furnish | 
the material. In fact, without such maps works of 
this class can scarcely be intelligently studied. 
The index also should be much fuller. 


Lord Bacon’s Essays : with a Sketch of his Life and | 
Character, Reviews of his Philosophical Writings, 
Critical Estimates of his Essays, Analysis, Notes | 
and Querées for Students, and Select Portions of 
the Annotations of Archbishop Whately. By|

Mr. Boyd has done good service in preparing this 
volume. He has produced an admirable text-book 
for the study of those who have made some pro- 
gress in grammar and composition. The notes, the 
illustrations, the parallel passages, and the critical 
and verbal suggestions are all well adapted to de- 
velop the same taste and care in the examination 
of the text as are elicited in the study of the clas- | 
sics. About one-half of the essays are copiously 


annotated. | 


The Life of Timothy Pickering. By his Son Octa-

The subject of this biography took a prominent 
part in the Revolutionary War, and in civil affairs | 
after its close. The narrative in the present volume 
is brought down to about three years after the close 

‘of the war. Many of the papers and letters here pub- 

lished appear in print now for the first time. In- 

deed, the manuscripts left by Col. Pickering are | 
said to be quite numerous, so that we are likely 
to have in this work not only a performance in the | 
way of ancestral laudation, but a real contribution | 
to our own early history. The volume is issued in 
excellent style by the publishers. 

Life and Letters of Madame Swetchine. By Count 
de Fallout, of the French Academy, translated by |

There is much in this volume that will please the | 

thoughtful reader. It is the record of a charming | 

life, in which the Christian graces were cultivated | 








without ostentation. Moreover, it brings us in con- 
tact with many famous characters in the recen 
political and religious movements of France and 
central Europe. The work will attract attention, 
and will be found to be an admirable companion to 
the Memoirs of Madame Recamier, republished a 
short time since by Messrs. Roberts Brothers.

The cases themselves are diversified, and 
some of them rather curious. Among them are 
several railroad and mandamus cases, in which 
important principles are discussed. The court is 
composed of Luther S. Dixon, Chief Justice, and 
Orasmus Cole and Jason Donner, Associate Justices. 
Their opinions are generally brief and to the point.
